then, that being a railroad man must be an interesting life. 
I his, probably, explains the phenomenal popularity of toy 
trains as Christmas gifts. 
They are bought for little boys, of course; 
but they are bought by grown men, and two-thirds of the time it is 
dad, and not sonny, who gets the biggest kick out of them. 
The man 
who buys such an outfit is getting even with fate. 
He now owns a 
railroad, and he can shuttle the cars about and twiddle
